Scooter banned from

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A Barry man claims

Mr David Moore (57) 
used to store the scooter 
under the stairway in the 
hall, and says it was 
perfectly safe and didn’t 
present an obstruction in 
the event of an 
emergency. 

“My scooter is a real 
lifeline for me. I use it to 
get out and about and to 
do my grocery 
shopping.” 

David said putting the 
scooter under the 
stairway hadn’t been a 
problem until the fire at

Grenfell Tower which 
claimed 71 victims. 

Following the blaze, 
councils across the UK 
have been assessing fire 
risks in buildings and 
that has resulted in his 
scooter being banished 
from the flats. 

David said: “This 
could become a 
countrywide problem 
with people having to 
remove scooters from 
buildings. I did even 
offer to have a bigger 
entrance to my flat so I 
could keep it in there.”

He said that he 
understood that the 
council was going to 
provide a shed and 
charging unit for the 
scooter, but there had 
been no progress in that 
direction.

The 
council doesn’t care a 
hoot, and I’ve asked Jane 
Hutt to look into the 
matter.” 

Jane Hutt said she had 
written to the Vale 
Council to raise the issue 
of safe storage of Mr 
Moore’s scooter. 

“Improving fire safety

is vital and I am glad that 
potential hazards are 
being addressed.

Here, Keith Stockdale, 
Barry & Vale Friends 
of the Earth 
coordinator, addresses 
two of the key 
environmental issues 
under scrutiny in the 
Vale, recycling and the 
incinerator. 

‘IN 2004, Barry & 
Vale Friends of the 
Earth were informed 
by senior directors of 
the Vale’s Council, 
that recycling was the 
priority and that a 
recycling/re-using 
‘village’ would be 
constructed on the 
Bendricks Estate. 

‘We were told that our 
plastic, cardboard, metal 
and paper would be 
sorted for re-use in the 
‘village’ facility and/or 
sold on as valuable, 
clean waste material, 
bringing money back to 
the council. 

‘In 2018, we have a 
huge incinerator in the 
middle of the docks and 
a small recycling facility 
at the Bendricks, while 
our recycled waste is co¬ 
mingled, contaminated 
and largely useless 
except for landfill or 
incineration. 

‘That is one reason 
the Chinese have for 
refusing any more of our 
plastic and other waste 
flows. There has been 
no progress. Fine words 
and documents are no 
answer to climate 
change. 

‘At the last minute it 
seems that Hannah 
Blythyn AM may be 
leading our Assembly to 
demand an assessment 


of the possible impact of 
the incinerator on our 
environment, while the 
monstrous machine is 
preparing to begin 
operations! 

In addition, huge piles 
of wood chips (which 
appear to exceed safety 
limits and invite a fire) 
have been placed on the 
dockside. 

‘Barry&Vale FoE will 
continue to assist the 
Docks Incinerator Action 
Group in their efforts to 
stop the commissioning 
of the incinerator. 

‘On a positive note, it 
was good to see the Vale 
Council will begin to 
separate our waste in 
September. FoE have 
argued for this with the 
council for many years 
and would urge the 
public to support this 
scheme by cleaning and 
storing recyclable waste, 
thus bringing money 
back to the Vale, to 
improve our facilities. 

‘Huge amounts of 
green energy could be 
provided by tidal 
lagoons and we will be 
asking Alun Cairns, the 
Secretary of State for 
Wales, to push this with 
Westminster. 

‘We will continue to 
ask the questions. 

‘The next meeting of 
Barry & Vale Friends of 
the Earth will be in the 
Castle Hotel, Jewel 
Street, Barry, at 7.30pm 
on Tuesday, March 6, 
and all are welcome.’

Safety) Order 2005, part 
of which explicitly states 
emergency exits from 
premises must be kept 
clear at all times. 

“There is no problem 
with scooters being 
stored inside a resident’s 
property, but Mr 
Moore’s is too big to fit 
through his front door. 
During a recent 
inspection, it was left in 
the communal area with 
an electric cable trailing 
into the property, which 
posed a trip hazard. 

“If tenants are 
considering purchasing 
mobility scooters, we 
would ask they check 
first with the housing 
team. 

“It may be possible to 
erect storage facilities to 
house the vehicle, 


however this is not 
always the case. 
Alternatively, tenants 
can purchase smaller 
scooters which can be 
stored safely inside their 
flats.” 


But there was a 
glimmer of hope for 
David. 

Mr Ingram added: 
“Mr Moore’s flat front 
door will soon be 
upgraded as part of 


ongoing improvements 
to council properties. 
Widening of the 
doorway will be 
considered as part of this 
process if structurally 
possible.”

Ann wrote a book

Ramblers enjoy 
Sugarloaf and Skirrid 
in the sunshine 


A GROUP of five 
walkers and spaniel 
Pepper left Cogan 
for the journey up 
to Abergavenny to 
meet two more 
walkers at the start. 
They set off in 
broken cloud after 
some rainfall on the 
journey up, but 
with the promise of 
better weather to 
come. 

Beginning their climb 
up through two fields and 
zig-zagging their way 
through a small copse 
onto the Rholben ridge, a 
lovely grassy path led 
them up onto Sugar Loaf 
Mountain, which rises to 
596m. 

Soon the sun appeared 
and after making a quick 
stop for morning coffee, 
they continued their 
steep climb to the trig 
point where the views 
opened out. 

Sugarloaf, or Mynydd 
Pen-y-Fal, has a unique 
shape, making it a 
landmark for miles 
around and with its 
conical-shaped top it has 
often been wrongly 
assumed it was an extinct 
volcano, when in fact it is 
formed of Old Red 
Sandstone. Its 

magnificent slopes are 
home to Welsh mountain 
sheep. 

It is a registered 


common, spanning two 
counties with the largest 
part in Monmouthshire 
and the remainder in 
Powys. 

After enjoying the 
good views from the 
summit which stretch 
towards the western 
Beacons, central 

Beacons, Black 

Mountains, Wye Valley 
and the Cots wolds, they 
headed eastwards along 
the Deri, making their 
way to the delightful and 
popular Crown Inn at 
Pantygelli for their well- 
earned lunch, where the 
tables had been pre¬ 
booked.

A BARRY man has 
told The GEM that 
a two-week bout of 
Australian flu was 
one of the worst 
experiences of his 
life. 

Mark Hooper (57) 
who works as a 
contractor at Port Talbot 
Steel Works and has 
prided himself on his 
fitness over the years, 
said he was concerned 
that people should realise 
that it is a life- 
threatening condition. 

He explained: “What I 
suffered would have 
killed a pensioner. My 
ribs and bones were 
aching and my body was 
so weak. It was as if I’d 
gone 10 rounds with 
Mike Tyson. 

“People should realise 
that Australian flu isn’t 
normal flu.” 

Mark said that if 
pensioners experienced 
extreme symptoms they 
should seek medical 
advice. “I’m 14 stones 
and a fit guy, but one day 
I started shivering and 
the next day I was 
sweating. 

“I was in bed for nine 
days and didn’t get any 
sleep. Every day was a 
challenge.” 


He felt so ill at that 
one stage that he thought 
he might die. Mark drank 
lots of water and green 
teas with honey. He knew 
it was important to keep 
eating, even though he’d 
lost his appetite, and ate 
simple foods like boiled 
eggs and ham. 

He pointed out that 
many pensioners enjoy 
travelling and should be 
aware that they might 
pick up a bug on a trip. 

The NHS says flu 
symptoms include 
sudden fever, aching 
body, feeling exhausted, 
a chesty cough, sore 
throat, headache, 

difficulty sleeping, loss 
of appetite, diarrhoea or 
stomach pain, and 
nausea. 

The advice is to rest 
and sleep, keep warm, if 
necessary take 

paracetamol or ibuprofen 
to lower your 
temperature, and to treat 
aches and discomfort, 
and to drink plenty of 
water to avoid 
dehydration. 

Last week, after a two- 
week struggle, Mark was 
back on his feet and rates 
himself “85 per cent 
better” and on the road to 
recovery.

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‘Disgust’ at gravestone 
desecration in Penarth 


PEOPLE in 

Penarth have been 
left shocked after a 
headstone at the 
cemetery was 
vandalised. 

South Wales Police 
has launched an 
investigation into an act 
of ‘criminal damage’ - 
pink paint splashed over 
the Cardiff City emblem 
at the top of the 
gravestone. 

Police say the damage 
took place at Penarth 
Cemetery on Castle 
Avenue some time before 
6pm on February 21. 

The headstone 

belonged to the late Paul 
Duff. Police say the 
emblem will have to be 
totally recreated because 
of the process required to 
remove the paint. 

On Facebook, Michael 
James posted an appeal 
to people for 
information. 

“I don’t usually do this 



sort of thing but I would 
really like the person 
caught for this. 

“As some of my 
friends know, a good 
friend of mine passed 
away a few years ago. 

“His wife went to his 
grave last night to find 
that someone had 
sprayed his headstone 
with red spray paint 
because it has a Cardiff 


badge on it. 

“This now means the 
stone needs to be 
removed to be cleaned, 
and to have the lettering 
re-coloured as the 
cleaning process will 
remove the lettering. 

“This happened in the 
cemetery in Penarth that 
backs onto Cosmeston 
Lake. 

“The police have been 


informed and are taking 
this extremely seriously 
but without any 
information from the 
public they are going to 
struggle to catch the 
culprits. 

“So, I’m asking 
anyone who lives in or 
near Penarth can they 
share this please, and if 
they have any 
information to contact 
the police.” 

In response to 
Michael’s post, people 
expressed their disgust at 
the vandalism. One 
person summed up the 
mood with the comment:

‘We spend major sums on 
roads 9 says Vale Council 


PLAID Cymru 
councillors in Dinas 
Powys say they have 
received complaints 
from local residents 
about the state of 
roads in the village. 

However, the Vale 
Council told The GEM it 
spent ‘ significant 

amounts’ of money to 
maintain local roads, and 
carried out regular 
inspections. 

Cllr Chris Franks 
claimed there had been a 


lack of maintenance. 
Speaking late last week, 
he said: “Considering 
that there has been little 
ice and no snow to 
damage the surface of 
roads, it is shocking to 
see the conditions. 

“Penyturnpike Road is 
in a poor state. This is 
one of the busiest routes 
into and from Cardiff. 

“With its narrow pinch 
points vehicles are being 
forced into the centre of 
the road to avoid the 
potholes. 


Barry’s new 
schools named 


THE two new 
mixed-sex 
secondary schools 
for Barry are set to 
be named 
Pencoedtre High 
School and 
Whitmore High 
School. 

The names were 
chosen by pupils at the 
current Barry and Bryn 
Hafren Comprehensive 
Schools, who will be 
transferring to the new 
schools in September, as 
well as future pupils 
from the feeder primary 
schools. 

Pupil ‘cluster groups’ 
for the Port Road site, 
soon to be Whitmore 
High School, and the 
Merthyr Dyfan Road 
site, which will become 
Pencoedtre High School, 
met with local historian 
and St Cyres 
Comprehensive School 
headteacher Dr Jonathan 
Hicks to develop ideas 
for names in November 
2017. 

At the sessions the 
groups discussed the 
history of the school 
sites and surrounding 
areas, as well as Barry 
and the Vale as a whole, 
before taking part in 
workshops to develop 


potential names. 

Following these 
sessions a shortlist of 
names was presented to 
all pupils and staff and 
feedback on these then 
reported to the two 
governing bodies for 
consideration. 

Dr Vince Browne, 
Executive Headteacher 
for the two new schools, 
said: “Pencoedtre High 
School refers to the area 
that the school is built 
on, where a large 
number of its pupils live. 
Pencoedtre Wood is also 
one of the largest areas 
of woodland in Barry 
and a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest, so 
there is also a strong link 
with the natural 
environment.” 

He continued: 
“Whitmore High School 
makes a clear connection 
between the school and 
one of the most iconic 
features of Barry, 
particularly the western 
parts of the town that it 
will serve. Whitmore 
Bay means many things 
to many people but all of 
these are positive and 
the name will ensure 
‘positivity’ is one of the 
first emotions the new 
school’s name will 
evoke.” CS 


“The same is true 
along Cardiff Road near 
the new junction with 
Cross Common Road. 
Plas Esyllt is another big 
problem. The list goes 
on.” 

Fellow Plaid 

councillor Richard Grigg 
added: “Plaid Cymru 
understands that the Vale 
has overspent by £1 
million on its 
maintenance budget and 
now is in a panic to cut 
back. 

“The price of this lack 
of control by the 
Conservatives and 
independent council will 
be paid by motorists in 
increased repair bills.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “The 
council allocated 

£ 1.284m for road 
patching and pothole 
filling this financial year 
and £1.3m for road 
resurfacing and is set to 
emerge on budget for 
both. 

“There are plans to 
spend an additional 
£2.1m on road 
resurfacing in 2018/19 as 
the original budget of 
£300,000 has been 
increased to £2.4m. 

“£lm of additional 
council funding has 


already been committed 
to this work, with £l.lm 
coming from a one-off 
Welsh Government 
grant. 

“The council’s 

highways team will 
continue to use objective 
criteria to assess the 
roads most in need of 
repair and ensure they 
are the first to receive 
attention.” 

The spokesman also 
addressed matters in 
Dinas. “Penyturnpike 
Road in Dinas Powys has 
recently been inspected 
and a number of defects 
within the council’s 
intervention level have 
been identified for 
repairs. These were 
scheduled to be carried 
out on Wednesday this 
week. 

“At Plas Essyllt work 
to repair a number of 
defects should take place 
by the end of the week. 

“Defects at Cardiff 
Road in Dinas Powys, 
near the junction of 
Cross Common Road, 
are not currently within 
the council’s intervention 
level, but the road is 
inspected regularly and 
action will be taken as 
soon as it is deemed 
necessary.” TC

The deadly dog 
disease Alabama 
Rot has claimed the 
life of a dog in the 
Vale, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Dog lover Mel 
Mackeprang’s German 
pointer Sky died on 
January 31, and a post 
mortem confirmed 

Alabama Rot. 

The first sign of the 
disease is skin sores, and 
dogs can suffer loss of 
appetite, vomiting and 
damage to the kidneys. It 
is thought dogs may pick 
the disease up from 
walks in muddy, 
woodland areas, but 
uncertainty surrounds the 
illness. 

Mel, who lives in St 
Athan, said: “I have three 
German pointers and 
they got sores, but only 
one got the illness - Sky. 

“I have been walking 
the dogs in fields 
opposite my house for 13 
years without having a 
problem.” 


Mel went on Facebook 
to warn other dog lovers. 

She told The GEM: “I 
thought it was the first 
case in the Vale, but a 
lady further down the 
coast put up a message to 
say her dog had it five 
years ago.” 

Sky had a sore on her 
lower leg, and two more 
on the other side just 
above the pads. She 
deteriorated rapidly, and 
Mel reluctantly realised 
the kindest thing was to 
put her to sleep. 

Mel has even heard of 
a case in Devon 
involving a dog who 
hadn’t ventured outside 
its garden for many 
years. 

She said that if 
someone suspected their 
dog had the disease to 
make sure it received 
treatment as soon as 
possible.

‘The Welsh 
Government must 
act over education 
shortfall’ says AM 


ACTION must be 
taken to address a 
significant shortfall 
of education 

funding in the Vale, 
South Wales 

Central AM 

Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

The average amount 
spent per pupil this year 
in the Vale is £5,022 - 
£606 below the average 
for Wales. 

Vale Council Leader 
John Thomas has raised 
concerns with Cabinet 
Secretary for Education 
Kirsty Williams, pointing 
out the Welsh 
Government’s “flawed” 
funding system dates 
back to 1991. 

While he praised the 
hard work of teachers 
across the Vale, Mr 
Davies has echoed these 
concerns calling for 
action to address the 
problem. 

He claimed he had 
long been campaigning 
for a fairer funding 
settlement for the Vale to 
ensure the area gets a 


better deal from the 
Welsh Government. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
frankly alarming that 
pupils in the Vale have 
£606 less spent on them 
per year than the Welsh 
average but it is yet 
another reminder that we 
are underfunded. 

“The funding formula 
used by the Welsh 
Government to allocate 
resources dates back to 
1991, which is quite 
clearly out of date. 

“It is not fair that 
incompetence from 
Welsh Government 
ministers in Cardiff Bay 
has seen Vale pupils’ 
educations suffer as a 
result, despite the hard 
work of teachers, pupils 
and parents. 

“The Cabinet 

Secretary needs to accept 
there is a problem and 
take action to make sure 
the Vale gets the funding 
it needs. 

“Likewise, the Welsh 
Government need to 
ensure that the constant 
underfunding of the Vale 
as a whole is promptly 
and properly addressed.”

I N Oscar season, 
high-profile 
films tend to 
come along at a 
rapid pace, and last 
week saw two films 
that have picked up 
nominations 
released in cinemas 
in Lady Bird and I, 

Tonya. 

The former tells the 
story of Lady Bird 
(Saoirse Ronan), a 17- 
year-old wanting to 
break free from the 
chains of her home life 
to engage in the wider 
world; but, like most 17- 
year-olds, what she 
wants from the world 
and what the world can 
offer her are two 
different things entirely. 

The latter is a 
recounting of how Tonya independence and her 


big 

Lady Bird marks the 
directorial debut of 
Greta Gerwig, who also 
wrote the screenplay. 
Gerwig, likely best 
known to mainstream 
audiences as Russell 
Brand’s love interest in 
his dull remake of 
Arthur , does a nice line 
in disenfranchised 
women trying to get 
ahead in the world, and 
she uses this here in a 
coming-of-age tale that 
is both witty and warm, 
a film that doesn’t 
sugarcoat the notion of 
growing up and the 
travails that it brings. 

It’s anchored by an 
exceptional turn from 
Saoirse Ronan as the 
titular Lady Bird, 
refusing to answer to her 
birth name in an attempt 
to show her 


Harding (played by 
Margot Robbie) grew 
from a precociously 
talented ice skater under 
the ‘guidance’ of her 
mother Lavona (Alison 
Janney) to a figure of 
hate as she was 
implicated in an attack 
on her rival Nancy 
Kerrigan in 1994... 


artistic side and whose 
opening scene (an 
argument with her 
mother, played in a 
wonderful performance 
by Laurie Metcalfe, 
about her choice of 
college) runs the gamut 
from realism to comic 
absurdity in a matter of 
minutes.

While a character who 
is strong-minded, she is 
never presented in a 
negative light, her 
actions never coming 
from a place of 
malevolence, rather the 
same place that we’ve 
all been to when we 
were young, when the 
decisions of the heart 
never quite catch up to 
the decisions of the 
head. 

It’s a film that doesn’t 
shy away from issues 
but presents them with a 
pleasing lack of 
melodrama, the events 
of a teenage life (friends 
coming and going, 
relationships) delivered 
with a caustic honesty 
that is infused with a 
sense of humour that 
comes across in the 
performances, and has 
all the hallmarks of the 
Gerwig we’ve seen both 
on screen and on the 
page in the likes of 
Mistress America and 
Frances Ha. 

It’s a low-key but 
incredible debut for 
Gerwig, the film 
carrying her sense of 
identity and world view 
with a clarity that is 
rarely seen from first¬ 
time directors, and her 
Oscar nod for best 
director is a just one. 

Craig Gillespie hasn’t 
received an Oscar 
nomination for directing 
I, Tonya , but the film has 
received plaudits 
elsewhere, with Margot 
Robbie and Alison 
Janney picking up 
nominations for best 
actress and best 
supporting actress 
respectively, and they 
are richly deserved in a 
darkly comic story of an 
American dream turned 
sour. 

Robbie is superb as 
Harding, a performance 
that paints the character 
in shades of grey, neither 
an anti-hero nor the 


Machiavellian ice queen 
she has been portrayed 
as. 

Her life as recounted 
here is one of hardships 
and struggles, and her 
ascendancy up the ice 
skating ranks - a sport 
hardly known for their 
love of the rough and the 
rugged - bristles with 
those in charge, putting 
her on the back foot 
from the start. 

It says much for 
Robbie’s turn that Alison 
Janney only just fails in 
stealing the entire film 
as the chain-smoking, 
parrot-wielding Lavona, 
a hurricane of hatred and 
pithy putdowns that sees 
the actress on top form; 
while Sebastian Stan, as 
Harding’s husband Jeff, 
goes from being a 
saviour to being an even 
bigger nightmare for 
Tonya as their 
relationship breaks down 
into physical violence, 
gunshots and, eventually, 
an act of misguided love 
that sees all the major 
players damned. 

Gillespie’s use of 
talking heads peppered 
throughout the film 
gives us gives us clues 
that what we’re seeing 
may not necessarily be 
the truth, and it’s the 
film’s less-than-slavish 
devotion to the real 
events that makes it an 
intriguing and 
compelling biopic. 

VERDICT - Spoiled 
for choice, both Lady 
Bird and I, Tonya are 
hugely entertaining and 
satisfying films. The 
former’s bittersweet 
coming-of-age tale is 
humorous and realistic, a 
perfect showcase for 
Saoirse Ronan’s fine 
lead turn and Greta 
Gerwig’s strong 
directorial debut; while 
1, Tonya sees Margot 
Robbie and Alison 
Janney deliver superb 
turns in a darkly comic 
biopic that highlights an 
interesting character in 
Tonya Harding - both 
come highly 
recommended.

Keep plenty of 
distance between cars. 
You never know when 
you’ll hit an icy patch. 

If you pass through the 
same tracks as the car in 
front of you within three 
seconds, you ’re 
following too closely. 

Check whether your 
car has ABS anti-lock 
brakes.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Voices of 
Cardiff 


R eaders 

young and 
old will be 
fascinated by 
‘Voices of Cardiff’ 
compiled by GEM 
columnist Brian 
Lee. 

Through the 
reminiscences of local 
people, accompanied by 
approximately 100 
photographs, this book 
remembers the Cardiff 
of yesteryear and paints 
a revealing period of 
immense change in the 
capital city of Wales 
over the past century. 

In their own words, 
Cardiffians, many no 
longer with us, tell about 
the way they lived, their 
lives and the conditions 
in which they lived 
during the past 
century. 

There are chapters on 
family and home, 
childhood and school 
days, clothes and 
fashion, sport, leisure 
and entertainment, 
working life and 
wartime 

The author, who has 
been keeping GEM 
readers in touch of what 
has been happening on 
the Welsh horse racing 
and point-to-point front 
for many years, reveals 
how he was just 16 
when he attended his 
first point-to-point: “It 
was held on 
April 5, 1952 and I still 
have the racecard. The 
Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases proved 
something of a 
revelation and I soon 
became an ardent fan, 
travelling by bus to other 
local point-to-points. 

“I would follow my 
hero, Bill Jones, and 
favourite horses 
Sylvester 11, Cariff 
Princess, Spurn Head 


and Sally On, but little 
did I think then that, 14 
years later, I would be 
reporting on the sport for 
such esteemed 
publications as The 
Sporting Life, Horse & 
Hound and Racing 
Post.” 

Brian also recalls the 
speedway that once took 
place in Cardiff and 
writes: “In the early 
1950s, I was a regular 
Cardiff Dragons 
speedway fan. The 
Penarth Road stadium 
was said to be one of the 
best speedway tracks in 
the country. 

“I can remember in 
1952 the Cardiff 
Dragons team beating 
Plymouth by 47-37 
points. The roar of the 
motorbikes, the smell of 
the fuel and the clouds 
of shale dust thrown up 
as the riders rounded a 
bend all made it very 
exciting to a young lad 
of 15 or 16.” 

As for Brian’s earliest 
memory, he writes: “My 
earliest memory is of the 
Second World War and 
my mother wrapping me 
up in a blanket and 
carrying me downstairs 
to the Anderson air raid 
shelter at the bottom of 
our garden in Thesiger 
Street.” 

Cinemas, pubs, parks 
and shops long gone are 
all recalled in this 
unique book, thought to 
be the only collection of 
general reminiscences of 
Cardiffians since Volume 
V of John Hobson 
Matthews’ Record of the 
County Borough 
of Cardiff published 
between 1898-1905. 

Voices of Cardiff by 
Brian Lee is published

KNOW YOUR BOUNDARIES! 


S EVERAL of our 

clients ask us: ‘Who is 
responsible for my 
boundary wall?’ 

Many believe that if your 
boundary is on the right it 
belongs to your neighbour; if it is 
on the left, it belongs to you and 
you are responsible for the 
upkeep. 

Mike Dowle, from Newbold 
Solicitors says: “That is an urban 
myth. The answer is, unless it is 
specified in the conveyancing 
documents, it can be difficult to 
determine the responsibility for 
the boundary. 

“The boundary could be a 
party wall and there may be 
certain obligations attached to 
this that you are unaware of. In 
the picture above, there is a 
concrete wall and a fence. 

“The wall may be clearly on 



one side and no longer used by 
the owner of the fence but both 
property owners may still have 
obligations in respect of it. 
Failure to comply with these 
could lead to disputes. We deal 
with many complaints like this.”

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Creating medical facilities for the new 
town of Barry (1888 — 1908) by Laurie Owen 


LAURIE OWEN continues his in-depth 
examination of Barry’s beginnings. 

THE ‘Local Board’ was set up in 1888 to 
build the infrastructure necessary to 
accommodate the thousands of families 
seeking a new life. 

The navvies and other trades had been here for 
four years, and when the docks opened in July 
1889, the sailors soon followed. 

Conditions were so bad when the newcomers 
arrived that during the first few years life must 
have been unbearable, but readers of the Barry 
Dock News could follow the many challenges 
confronting the members and councillors as they 
sought to build hospitals. 

It should be remembered that during that time, 
the treatment of sickness and health for ordinary 
families was pretty much non-existent. 

The destitute would be in the workhouse and 
those just above the poverty line would have 
workers’ insurance, or ‘Friendly Society’ benefits, 
which did not cover the family. 

The better-off would pay to see a GP but 
ordinary families who settled in streets such as 
Daniel, Evans and Bell, would still use ‘handed- 
down’ remedies; and there would always be older 
women with some knowledge of treating common 
ailments: 

Elderberry blossom would cure fever; white of 
an egg for burns and scalds; turpentine and sugar 
for worms; onions boiled to concentrated solution 
and sugar for colds; coarse brown paper soaked in 
vinegar on forehead for headaches (a late friend 
was still using this in 2017). 

When the National Insurance scheme began in 
1911, contributors would have access to a doctor 
and sickness benefits, but still only the 
breadwinner. This was funded by Id a week from 
the worker, 2d from the employer and 3d from the 
State. 

The docks’ contractor TA Walker initially had a 
small hospital in High Street at east Barry, with Dr 
George Neale as surgeon to his workers. 

When that closed in August 1889, Dr Neale’s 
assistant, Dr Alfred Joseph Gore LRCP (London) 
MRCS(Eng), used two rooms in Princess Street as 
a temporary hospital to treat injured dock workers. 

Dr George Neale LRCP (Edin) and LRCS 
(Edin), newly arrived as the first GP in the district, 
was appointed Medical Officer of Health (MOH) 
and Port Medical Officer in July 1888. 

He received a salary of £25 and £30pa and built 
his home in Porthkerry Road, calling it 
‘Mountsorrel’ after the place of his birth in 
Leicestershire in 1852. 

Dr David MJ Williams MD FFOM (RCP) of 
Park Road kindly gave me access to a document 
his father, Dr JH Williams, BSc MB BCh MRCS 
LRCP, had written many years earlier. It contained 
excerpts from some of Dr Neale’s annual reports, 
which illustrated the qualities of the man as he 
struggled to promote the welfare of this new 
population, with emphasis on the young. 

His first annual report in 1889 emphasised the 
cramped living conditions and the ignorance of the 
poorer inhabitants with regard to basic hygiene. 
With a growing population of 10,000, he urged the 
completion of a proper drainage and sewerage 
system and an adequate water supply. 

Badly constructed drains and overflowing 
cesspits, animal and vegetable refuse and 
household slops in muddy streets were a recipe for 
poor health. 

He circulated instructions to every household,

stressing the importance of “precautions, good 
management and isolation of infected patients”. 

Scarlet fever, measles and diarrhoea were 
prevalent but with an average of seven people in 
each house, he realised that control was difficult 
but still vital. 

For several years, most of the buildings erected 
were to treat the seamen and local residents were 
forced to take a back seat. That year, the 
Notification of Infectious Diseases Act came into 
force, resulting in a quarantine station for ships 
with disease on board, located between the eastern 
breakwater and Sully Island. 

As Port Medical Officer, in 1891 Dr Neale was 
finally able to erect a temporary wooden Infectious 
Diseases Hospital on shore near Mill Cottage, 
Cadoxton. It cost £161.6s and was intended to treat 
10 sailors in three wards. 

By 1892, with scarlet fever a major problem 
causing 15 deaths, he urged the Board to erect a 
permanent Infectious Diseases Hospital for local 
residents. He questioned how a mother in a small 
cottage could isolate a sick child and still care for 
the rest of her family. It would be many years 
before his pleas would be addressed. 

Through no lack of effort, some of these 
hospitals would not be accessible to the local 
population for many years. 

The Nursing Home and Accident Hospital in 
Kingsland Crescent, financed in the early years by 
voluntary subscriptions, would eventually lead to 
the new Accident Hospital in Wyndham Street, 
which would then be paid for out of the rates. 

The Infectious Diseases Hospital would finally 
be opened on Colcot Road; the Cholera Hospital 
on Flat Holm; and the Smallpox Hospital at 
Waycock. 

Additional to those, the Voluntary Hospital set 
up by Nurse Amy Evans in 1898 did invaluable 
work for the poor but also took a huge share of 
public donations, which otherwise would have 
supported Kingsland Crescent. 

Dr JH Williams recorded that during the 
building of the docks and railway from 1884-89, 
the Company had acquired 34 and 36 Kingsland 
Crescent as a hospital to treat the many casualties. 

In February 1892, the Barry and District 
Nursing Association held their first AGM. 

Their aims were to provide trained non-resident 
nurses to care for the ‘sick-poor’ in their own 
homes. Also, untrained respectable women as 
resident nurses’ helps could assist mothers in their 
home at times of illness, at a cheap rate. 

Sister Amy Evans had joined them in April 1891 
and when the home was opened in June, within 
two weeks a second nursing sister was taken on. 

An interesting advert in September 1891 offered 
an excellent opportunity for young women to learn 
nursing as ‘cottage nurses’. A t the princely sum of 
7s.6d a week, it was stressed that they had to live 
in their own homes and applications were to be 
sent to Miss Amy Evans at the home, 18 Kingsland 
Crescent. 

It seems likely that this property and the one 
later would be where the original hospitals had 
been, as mentioned above. This address in the 
Barry Dock News was possibly the result of early 
building patterns. 

Mrs John Cory of Porthkerry guaranteed £100pa 
for three years, in the hope it would encourage 
ministers and tradespeople to help this organisation 
in the early days. 

Over a wide area covering Michaelston-le-Pit, 

St Andrew’s, Wenvoe, Sully, Porthkerry, Penmark 
and all of Barry, there were more than 15,000 
people with ‘none well-to-do’. 

During the first eight months, they made 5,319 
visits with the help of six ‘nurses’ helps’. Totally 
funded by subscriptions, they were assisted by an 
Odd Minutes Society, set up by volunteers to 
provide bedding, garments and warm clothing. 

Special praise was given to nurse Amy Evans, 
with her devotion to duty being formally 
recognised. 

The chairman of the Local Board JC Meggitt, 
felt that now this association was established, a 
cottage hospital was needed and while the Board 
would likely erect such a building, it must be run 
by public donations. The running costs would be 
about £500pa, with another sister and nurse 
required. 

The Barry Dock News reported how three years 
later, JC Meggitt bought the property next to the 
home in Kingsland Crescent and donated the 
building free of charge for five years, with the 
Nursing Association running it as a cottage 
hospital. 

In March 1895, the accident ward opened and 
Amy Evans immediately appealed for help in 
finding all the apparatus needed, such as an 
operating table, a bath, kettles and roller towels. 

With this added facility came increased demand 
on revenue and workers at CH Bailey donated Id a 
week from their wages, with their owner giving an 
equal amount. Many others made contributions as 
did hundreds of local people; but their growing 


success at treating the needy was a continual drain 
on resources. 

This financial dilemma would cause a major 
break in the nursing establishment. 

As a deeply religious woman Amy Evans 
believed that funding should be entirely voluntary, 
with all expenses paid by subscriptions from 
business and the general public. This concept was 
commendable, but by the spring of 1896, donations 
were being raised by levies from working men. 

While she applauded men giving what they 
could afford, she objected to contributions being 
taken from their wages. 

Unable to compromise, this fine lady and nurse 
to thousands felt obliged to resign her position as 
Superintendent and was promptly replaced by 
Nurse Blanche Sykes. 

Eighteen months later, possibly learning of plans 
for a rate-supported hospital, Amy Evans wrote to 
the Barry Dock News from London, seeking 
support from the people of Barry for a strictly 
‘voluntary hospital’. 

On April 6, 1898, she opened the Barry Dock 
Voluntary Hospital for the Destitute, Sick and 
Dying at 161 Holton Road. Anyone too poor to be 
nursed at home would receive skilled medical 
treatment and nursing care. 

Dr Edward Trehame was chairman of the 
executive committee and with Dr John 
Livingstone, would take turns as doctors on duty. 

Amy Evans was born in Liverpool cl860 and by 
early 1891 was a district nurse living at the Parade, 
Cardiff, before coming to Barry in April. 

In the 1901 census, she was running her 
voluntary hospital from 161 Holton Road, caring 
for 12 patients with two nurses and two servants. 
Living either side were Dr Percy Wheeler Kent 
and Dr John Livingstone at 159 and 163 
respectively. 

Two years later, she moved across the road to a 
larger property on the corner of Castleand Street 
and in the next census there were 20 patients, two 
nurses, a cook and a general servant. She remained 
there until her death in March 1925, leaving her 
estate to Katharina Elizabeth Helena Evans. 

John Jewel Williams, the proprietor of the Royal 
Hotel, had erected this building for about £3,500 
hoping that his son could trade as the Dock Hotel. 
It was refused on two occasions because the 
Witchill and Victoria Hotel owners could satisfy 
existing demand. 

As young adults in the 1960s we became aware 
of the Amy Evans Hospital opposite the police 
station, but it was just a name. 

Researching this story has revealed a driven and 
principled lady who gave more than 30 years of 
nursing service to our early families and quite 
rightly, the building still bears her name to this 
day. 

The accident hospital in Kingsland Crescent and 
the ‘Amy Evans’ were vying for contributions 
from the local population and no monetary help 
came from the Docks and Railway Company, even 
though many of their workers were regularly 
treated. 

In November 1898, the staff of the Nursing 
Association were about to move into their new 
Victoria Jubilee Nurses Home, built in Woodlands 
Road by William Britton for £1,431.9s.7d. 

Since they began in 1891,3,655 cases had been 
nursed with 109,729 visits to patients’ homes, but 
expenses far outweighed income and they 
announced the end of their involvement with the 
hospital next door. 

Councillors were now forced to take over the 
management of the accident hospital in Kingsland 
Crescent and finally realised that it had to be 
financed out of the rates, but the Nursing 
Association was still to be run on voluntary 
subscriptions. 

Ten local doctors would continue unpaid, with a 
charge nurse at £40pa, two nurses at £25 and £18 
and three servants. It was recorded that the 
Hamadryad Hospital Ship would still have to pay 
£100pa for treating accidents to sailors in Barry. 

With urgent need of a new hospital, JC Meggitt 
had even suggested they consider taking over the 
new intermediate school on Buttrills Road and in 
June, Glamorgan County Council asked whether 
the proposed £4,500 offer was still current. 
Thankfully for existing and future pupils, the offer 
was withdrawn with the building deemed 
unsuitable as a hospital. 

In April 1901, Nurse Sykes left to take up an 
important position in Chester. A year later, the 
Board Secretary JA Hughes asked the public to 
vote for a new permanent accident hospital, to 
celebrate the coronation of the new King and 
Queen. Five acres of land off Tynewydd Road had 
already been purchased from the Wenvoe Castle 
Estate. 

As a politician, he began by announcing tea and 
medals for all children, a supper for old people and 
a bonfire on Barry Island, while asking for 
voluntary subscriptions to wipe out the remaining 
£1,000 debt on the Nurses’ Home. 


The main event however was an appeal to 
ratepayers to support the King Edward V11 
Hospital with 12 beds, costing £14,000 in total, to 
be repaid over 50 years and only putting a 
halfpenny on the rates. 

Four years later JC Meggitt gave the council 
notice to quit his property in Kingsland Crescent 
by March 1, 1907 and to return the premises to its 
original state. This rather terse statement was 
described by Dr O’Donnell as “retaliation with a 
vengeance”, because the committee had asked for 
a rent reduction. 

This was the jolt needed and the following 
month, the surveyor JC Pardoe presented plans for 
a new hospital on land adjoining Wyndham Street, 
on the site of an old quarry. The Local Government 
Board gave their approval and sanctioned a loan of 
£6,500. 

Dr O’Donnell observed that once the quarry had 
been filled in, convalescent patients would have 
space to walk about and SR Jones added that 
maybe a park could also feature. 

The Barry Accident and Surgical Hospital (with 
no mention of the aforementioned royalty) was 
formally opened in December 1908 by the 
chairman of the UDC WJ Williams JP, with a 
reception for 200 ladies and gentlemen. 

The architect was JC Pardoe, with the £6,655 
contract awarded to DW Davies and the building 
was described as a ‘handsome and commodious 
pile’. With a 100 feet frontage, a 10 feet wide 
carriage drive and double gates to Wyndham 
Street, this impressive building was the only one in 
the kingdom to be built and maintained out of the 
rates. 

With wards on two floors having up to 29 beds, 
patients could benefit from an eight feet wide 
verandah overlooking what is now Central Park. 
Entrance for the sick was along a 25 feet roadway 
from Evelyn Street. 

Initially some doctors worked on a voluntary 
basis, but endless discussions took place over the 
need for a resident medical officer on a salary, or 
to introduce payments to all local doctors working 
on a rota basis. By the end of 1910 matron still had 
to take instructions from whichever doctor was on 
duty, as there was no full-time surgeon. 

As we have seen, medical treatment at 
Kingsland Crescent had been mainly funded by 
subscriptions so it was very significant that this 
new hospital was to be funded entirely out of the 
rates. Although hospital treatment was free, it often 
irked doctors when they knew that some patients 
were able to pay either from their own funds or 
from a works’ or other benefit society. 

This hospital would serve not only the original 
community but also the thousands of residents who 
followed, including myself and members of my 
family.

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Demetriou grabs hat-trick 
as Barry turn on the style! 


AFTER a pair of 
first-half set-backs, 
Barry Town United 
rallied to beat 
Llandudno 4-1 on 
Saturday, with 
Cypriot-Australian 
striker James 
Demetriou claiming 
a stunning hat-trick 
to turn the tide 
against the visiting 
Seasiders. 

Targeting a third 
successive win in Phase 
Two of the JD Welsh 
Premier League, Barry’s 
clash with Llandudno 
began in truly disastrous 
fashion, as the Town 
found themselves a goal 
adrift with a mere 25 
seconds played. 

Llandudno’s front 
pairing combined to 
dispossess Luke Cooper, 
Robbie Parry quickly 
found himself in a one- 
on-one with goalkeeper 
Mike Lewis and the man 
on loan from TNS kept 
his cool to lift the ball 
into the Barry net. 

It was Llandudno’s 
first goal at Jenner Park 
since 1994, when they 
earned a draw and replay 
with then-holders Barry 
in the Welsh Cup, a 
replay Llandudno would 
win to set up a meeting 
with Cardiff City in the 


next round. 

Back to the present,

However, it was soon 
back to Irish pressure. 
On 32 minutes, Sexton 
finally succeeded with a 
penalty and six minutes 
later, a long goal-line 
siege was ended when 
the Irish centre Aki 
stretched out his arm to 
get the touchdown after 
being held just short. 

Sexton converted to 
make it 15-13 to 
Ireland at the break and 
Alun Wyn Jones was 
seen leaving the field in 
deep conversation with 
referee Jackson. 

It seemed that Wales 
would surely get a grip 
on their legal problems 
and hence enjoy more 
possession in the 
second half - but 
Ireland had other ideas. 

For almost the entire 
third quarter Ireland 
held on to the ball and 
simply refused to cough 
it up. It was mistake- 
free rugby, but not 
exactly exciting. 

On 45 minutes, 
flanker Dan Leavy went 
over from close range 
for a converted try, and 
on 53 minutes it was 
more of the same, with 
Cian Healy wriggling 
over. This time, the 
conversion was missed 
but it was now 27-13 to 
Ireland and, it seemed, 
game over. 

Then, 61 minutes in, 
Wales scored a try and 
it looked really quite 
simple. Biggar caught a 
high ball, Wales moved 
the ball wide to Steff 
Evans, and he kept it 
alive so that it could be 
moved back across 
field. Hadleigh Parkes 
saw the chance for a 
long pass to Navidi, 
who drew his man and 
put Aaron Shingler in 


for the try. 

George North was 
brought on and was 
soon looking 
threatening. On one 
occasion, he took the 
Irish full back Rob 
Kearney on the outside, 
making the No 15 look 
pedestrian. 

However, the Welsh 
fightback appeared to 
have stalled with five 
minutes to go when 
they were penalised. 
Sexton was in some 
discomfort (he would 
soon be replaced by 
Carberry) so Conor 
Murray showed that he 
can do more than kick 
out of hand by landing 
the three-pointer, 
making it 30-20 to 
Ireland. 

However, Wales 
came straight back with 
another fine try. This 
was made by Scott 
Williams who created 
the overlap with an 
outside break, followed 
by a pass out of the 
back of his hand to the 
supporting Navidi, who 
once again drew his 
man to perfection and 
put Steff Evans in. 
Halfpenny's conversion 
made it 30-27, and the 
Irish crowd could 
scarcely believe their 
eyes. 

It would have been 
an all-time great escape 
but, as the game entered 
the last two minutes, 
Gareth Anscombe, on as 
a replacement for Dan 
Biggar, tried one more 
long pass, but Irish 
wing Stockdale read it 


and sauntered over for a 
try that prompted Irish 
sighs of relief all round. 

It’s actually quite 
hard to take a message 
from this game. Surely 
Ireland will never again 
be that successful in 
terms of ball retention? 

Wales had a cutting 
edge that Ireland 
lacked - but that was no 
good without a fairer 
share of the ball. 

A final thought on 
TV summariser Gordon 
D’Arcy, who was intent 
on redefining the word 
‘unintentional’. The 
afore-mentioned kick 
by Rob Kearney was 
deemed intentional by 
the ref, who penalised 
him. 

It happened again 
when centre Bundee 
Aki took his role as a 
decoy runner a little too 
far, running so hard into 
Gareth Davies that the 
Welsh scrum half 
required treatment. It 
was, said Gordon, 
“unintentional” 
although Mr Jackson 
once again blew for a 
penalty. 

I see Gordon having 
a new career as a 
criminal defence 
barrister. 

“Your honour, 
although the deceased 
received 12 knife 
wounds and six bullet 
wounds, and was indeed 
found in the River 
Liffey with his feet 
encased in concrete, my 
client ensures me that 
those injuries were all 
unintentional!”

Schmidt's possession rugby squeezes 
the life out of Wales BY PHILIP IRWIN 


F OR people of around my 
age, a Saturday morning 
meant a trip to the local 
cinema to watch children’s films, 
and one regular feature was the 
weekly cliff-hanging thriller - in 
my case it was Captain Video. 

Each week our hero would be left in 
mortal peril, perhaps half way up a cliff, 
clinging on with one hand to a rope where 
the strands were breaking one by one. He 
was doomed. 

Then, the following week you would 
take your seat and, without explanation, he 
would be standing at the top of the cliff, 
quite safe. A similar escape in the weekly 
comics would be accompanied by the all¬ 
purpose phrase, ‘with one bound he was 
free!’ 

It was almost like that for Wales on 
Saturday. 

Welsh fans went from a sense of despair 
to a sense of disbelief as Wales suddenly 
found a way into the game. Speaking 
personally, I had abandoned any 
professional detachment on the 55-minute 
mark, put aside my notebook and picked 
up a newspaper. 

It was too painful to watch Ireland 
squeeze the life out of Wales. 

The first half had been difficult, but 
amazingly, despite getting only about 30 
per cent possession, Wales had led for 
more than 20 minutes. 


The fact that Joe Schmidt’s Ireland play 
a low risk game designed to retain 
possession was no surprise. The Ireland 
pack has no use for fripperies such as off¬ 
loads. They will keep on keeping on 
recycling through endless phases until they 
spot some lack of defensive organisation. 

What made the first half even more 
one-sided in terms of possession was that 
Wales fell foul of New Zealand referee 
Glen Jackson. It’s all about the difference 
in interpretation between Southern and 
Northern Hemisphere refs, apparently, and 
Ireland proved to be adept at reading Mr 
Jackson. 

It had started well for Wales. They won 
the first aerial battle after a Dan Biggar 
high kick, gained a penalty and Leigh 
Halfpenny slotted the kick. Jonny Sexton 
soon had a chance to equalise for Ireland, 
but missed a pretty simple shot from 30- 
odd yards. 

A few minutes later Sexton did the right 
thing, capitalising on a spell of Irish 
pressure close to the Wales try line with a 
long, fast, flat pass to left wing Stockdale 
to go over in the corner. 

The Irish fly half did miss the 
conversion and then missed another 
straightforward penalty about 10 minutes 
later. Each kick had been pushed about 
two feet wide of the upright. 

All this took place over a period of 
constant Irish pressure. The forwards were 
putting their heads down and making a 


few yards, while the main threat came 
from the two centres, Farrell and Aki, who 
were taking a longer run and entering the 
line at speed. 

Eventually, Wales managed to get a 
hand on the ball and fed Scott Williams, 
who let fly with a long relieving kick. A 
good chase forced Sexton to kick for touch 
and suddenly Wales had a line out on the 
22-metre line. 

They won that line out and started a few 
phases of their own, with Shingler making 
good yards. Then, the ball was fumbled - 
but fortunately it went backwards - and 
scrum half Gareth Davies took advantage 
of some Irish defenders switching off to 
wind his way over close to the posts. 

So, against the run of play - something 
of an understatement - Wales led 10-5. 

Ireland continued to press but when 
Dan Biggar launched a high kick on 29 
minutes, he and Rob Kearney contested it 
and Biggar won out. However, when they 
came down to earth, Kearney kicked the 
ball out of Biggar's hand and was 
penalised. 

Gordon D’Arcy, the former Ireland 
centre, felt it was “unintentional” - but 
more of that later. 

Halfpenny kicked the penalty and, 
remarkably, Wales had extended their lead.
